The regimental camp will be nbout 
where the gun club grounds are now 
located, on the southern slope of the 
hill, and facing It will be the brig- 
ade headquarter*. There will be in 
the main camp nnie rnmpaniea of 
infantry, the band, and such thing*. 
A amall pond near the ground* la to 
be filled In Immediately. 

The hospital will be located

Gadsden. Ala., July 17.— The mili- 
tia last night saved six negro** from 
lynching by a mob of 300 negroes. 
The negroes in the Gadsden Jail are 
Vance Gardner. William Johnson 
Rd. Johnson. "Bud" Richardson, Jef- 
ferson Alford nnd Fannie Mayo. 
Their alleged victim was Mrs. 8. J. 
Smith, white, widow, and the crime 
was committed Saturday night. 

Karly Sunday morning Vance 
Gardner reported discovering the wo- 
man'* body. The polloe found her 
nude body lying partially concealed 
In some hushes by the roadside. Mrs. 
Smith had been attacked on the road- 
side and after being repeatedly as- 
saulted, was dragged by the hair 
down un em ban it ment over rocks 
mil slumps Into bushes where she 
was left after efforts had been made 
to conceal the body. The condition 
» .' s shot U i n a Her neck was broken 
A pair of scissors and case knife 
ii.iitid close to the body had evident- 
ly aided her in the struggle. 

A mob of 300 gathered at dark 
and late toulght marched on the jail 
lem.mdlng that the doors be opened. 
One young man had a rope. Sheriff 
Chandler and Judge J. H. Disqu 1 
were prepared to meet them. Com- 
pany 0 with First Lieut. A. R. Brlnd- 
ley In charge was called out. Repre- 
sentative Burnett and Judge Dlsque 
made talks and the mob dispersed. 

Mrs. Smith Saturday night with 
two sons attended a show In Gads- 
den. She became separated from the 
boys and started home alone, taklnr, 
a short, unfrequented path. On 
emerging from the path Into the 
road, she was attacked by the ne- 
groes. Vance Gardner *ays tha: 
about midnight Saturday he was at- 
tracted by cries of "Help" aud "Mur- 
der" and when he attempted to inter- 
fere was ordered away. 

The troops today still surround the 
Jail to prevent the lynching of the 
negroes suspected of criminally as- 
aulting Mrs. Smith. Part of the mob 
Is still In the vicinity of the Jail, but 
the authorities think they have the 
situation in hnud.

The cara no doubt make plenty 
of noise, and everything, it Is an- 
nounced, will be done to reduce this 
noise to a minimum, which Is prop-

But where Is the councilman or 
alderman who Is going to do wmie 
thing lo abate the early-morrring Ice 
wagon nuisance' Street' cars as a 
rule disturb people only during the 
da\ or during the early evening when 
they can stand It best, and only on 
the few streets that have car lines: 
Ice wagons murder sleep in the early 
morning hours when slumber Is 
sweetest, and do it not on a few 
streets, but on every street in the 
city. , 

The din can he heard for blocks, 
and the wagons rumble and rattle 
along with gongs that are rung In- 
MSMUlUy without any apparent rea- 
son except lo disturb everyone with- 
in hearing.

Yesterday was one of the hottest 
days ever experienced in Paducah*. 

Government Observer Bonre- 
mann'g record shows that the maxi- 
mum for Pnducah yesterday was 102 
In i he shade, and Judging from com- 
plaints heard on every hand today, 
it will require very little argument 
to purauade the average Paducahan 
thai the record Is correct. 

Kor yesterday was certainly a 
warm day. Every one seemed to 
feel it, and in the evening hundreds 
nought a little air and relief from tho 
sweltering rlty atmosphere by a ride 
to the park on the cars. 

Yesterday was not only thr hottest 
day thus far*for 1905, but was hotter 
than anything we had In 1904. Once 
Mil* summer the mercury came near 
going as high as yesterday, but did 
not quite reach It. being 101 on Sun- 
day. June 18th. Last July the high- 
est point reached by the mercury 
was HO and in August It was never 
warmer than It. Uut last summer 
was what Is known as a "cool sum- 
mer." 

Observer Uoriiemann says that 
while most people seem to think that 
Hie hottest days come ou Sunday 
they do not necessarily. The reason 
It seems that way, is that people 
have nothing to do on the Sabbath, 
and feel the heat more. Still, be 
says, there Is something a little pe- 
culiar In the hot days coming about 
Sunday. This year the two hottesi 
days were on Sunday, and a few 
years ago when the mercury wen; 
to 112 in the shade, it was on Suu- 
day. 

The indications are that the tem- 
perature will be as high today as 
yesterday. Last nlgbt the lowest 
was 74, and" it was almost 100 b> 
noun. 

At 2 o'clock this afternoon the 
government thermometer registered 
98, and Is expected to reach th% mux- 
mum at 4 p. m.

Home Purchasing company expect 
to gel service ou W. B. Smith, ol 
Louisville In the suits filed Satur- 
day against the stockholders, dlrec 
tors and officers of the company, to 
da>. It Is possible the papers have 
already been served 

He Is Ihe heaviest stockholder, 
and Is asked to pay over $25.0i»o for 
the slock he held. 

According lo a number of well In 
formed attorneys, the fact that none 
of the $200.0011 capital stock of the 
concern was paid In. makes it equiva- 
lent to a co-partnership, and If anv 
of the stockholders have nothing tha 
can be selied in case of a Judgment 
the others will have to pay It all 
In other words, those of Ihe stock- 
holders who have money and prop- 
erly can be made to pay the whole 
liability of the concern In case the 
suits go against them. 

A number of those sued have al- 
ready denied that they had anything 
lo do with the concern, among them 
being Messrs. John T Donovan, S. A. 
Fowler. Charles Reed and Geo. C. 
Wallace. Mr. W. C. Gray waa glrei- 
his stock In payment of a debt, aud 
knew little or nothing about It. 

The fart is rapidly dawning on a 
n mill • : of good men that they have 
been made dupes, and that th» 
shrewd schemers who conceived the 
organisation have gobbled up every- 
ihlng and left others with the bag 
to hold and a large bunch of trouble 
on their hands. 

Mr. Donovan's State nl. 

Mr. J. T. Donovan, when seen by 
a Sun reporter with reference to the 
Home Purchasing company suits In 
which he Is made a party to the suits 
as a director and stockholder, was 
very Indignant, and Justly so. 

"I think it is outrageous and con- 
temptible," said Mr. Donovan, "on 
the part of the people bringing these 
suits. — lawyers and every one con- 
nected with the suits. They had am- 
ple evidence before them that I was 
not, and never was connected with 
>be institution, that I refused the 
proffered slock when the offer of It 
was lendercd me. and that, when 
I was elected a director, without my 
knowledge or consent, I Immediate- 
ly resigned and demanded that my 
name be stricken from all the com- 
pany's stationery, and the use of It 
as a director or In any connection 
with the company discontinued." 

Mr. Donovan showed the reporter 
a letter written April 23rd, 1904. 
to W. B. Smith, then president of 
the company, calling attention to the 
use of his name wfchout his consent, 
and also a reply from Mr Smith dat- 
ed April 2Mh, in which Mr. Smith 
states "Mr. Bordeaux did wrong to 
put out stationery without anything 
definite from you." and also one 
from G. D. Palmer, of April 29th. 
191(4, staling the directors had ac- 
cepted his resignation. 

"In face of all this." said Mr Don- 
ovan." a man has a right to be In- 
dignant I have not words with 
which to express my contempt for 
the people Interested In this affair, 
and especially for the people who 
without my consent, placed my name 
in a position to be advertised to the 
country that I was connected with a 
'skin game' concern."
